public and Service Institutions, the former comprise Presidency and Post Office 
Banks, and the latter State Railway Provident Institutions, Civil Engineers’ 
Provident Fund and Military Banks. The State Railway Provident Institutions 
are for the non-pensionable employés of the State Railways, Civil Engineers’ 
Provident Fund is for the officers of the Public Works and Telegraph Depart- 
ments, and the Military Banks are for the benefit of non-commissioned 
officers and privates of British regiments. 


3- I annex the usual statements marked I to VII, containing the accounts 
and statistics for the year, the principal features of which are summarised in the 
tables given in paragraphs 5 and 6, from which the following facts are gathered, 
On the g1st March 1891 there were 6,642 Government Savings Banks in India, _ 
comprising 4,75,329 accounts, which earned from Government R 27,97,935 in 
the shape of interest, and possessed balances at their credit ageregating == 
R 8,06,06,757. In addition to these balances, Government held on behalf of 
the depositors’ Government securities of the nominal value of R 4,16,200, 
and sold for or returned to them during the year Government Promissory Notes 
amounting to R 3,74,800.
